There will be a spy radio event of sorts tomorrow, Saturday, 1 November. 


o Organized by Dennis, W7QHO, the event is actually for military field radios 
including spy radios. The first part of the event, beginning at 0900pst, will 
involve the exchange of messages between field units and a base unit. Most 
stations will be in southern California. Frequencies will be between 3870 and 
3885kc. 


o The second half of the event will begin at 1100pst. K6KPH will take on the role 
of a home station in a clandestine service and will run a wheel that mimics the 
long gone State Department home station KKN50 on 7050kc. K6KPH will listen for 
calls from agents on the California agent radio frequency of 7141kc (and will also 
monitor 7050kc). 


Once contact is made K6KPH will transmit messages on hand to agent station. These 
will be plain text but in 5 letter groups to mimic a coded message. We will also 
be QRV for incoming reports from the agent stations. 


Calls to listen for include WB6HQK, N6PY, K6LQI, W7QHO and of course K6KPH.
